A. Subject A: d ^3 Base has a carded reference 

only to one Peter BRANDT (no 201), V-2013, alias Paul BUBLEY, alias 
Peter Paul BLEY, born 11 September 1921 (or 22) in Rosenberg* 
Oberschlesien ♦ He was employed by CATUSK from February 1950 to 
30 June 1952 as a Technical clerk and driver. 

B. Subjects F and G: According to EGMA-66362, 13 April 

1965, Fred JUNKE and Karl -Heinz JUNKE were traced by CATUSK. 

According to reports they were arrested in the East Zone in early 
December 1964 for espionage on behalf of a Western IS. 

C. Subject L: According to CEJ files Hans Clement 

OEHMEN (no 201), born 4 January 1908 in Cologne, was in prison in 
Cologne on suspicion of treasonable contacts (no source) . 

According to EGFA-26950, 19 June 1959, one fnu OEHMEN, born 4 January 
1908 in Cologne was convicted of espionage of maintenance of 
espionage contacts. On 16 April 1958 he was sentenced to ten months 
imprisonment.. Other document references include EGBA-46172 , 

22 November 1957; EGNA-17825, 1 October 1959; and EGMA-45932,' 

16 November 1959. We intend to query CATUSK further in regard to 
OEHMEN and will notify you of our results. 

D. Subject Q: A carded reference to ECBA-74414, 24 January 

1963 indicates that one Max SOWIK j~ TT was a collaborator 

in an exfiltration scheme from East to West Berlin led by 
Ingo KIAU, and shared the driving with one Klaus DITTRICH 
Cl 3*9106, 14 November 1963 indicates that SOWIK 

was a contact of CATUSK, 
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E. Subject R: Carded reference indicates Willie Emil 

Georg VOGEL (no 201), born 2 January 1908 in Berlin as V-616,1. 

He is recorded as being dropped without prejudice (apparently by 
LNREAD) on 28 November 1956 as his services were no longer required. 
He was considered suitable for reemployment in the intelligence 
field. Also, he is recorded on his V card a source on East 
German/Berlin border activity and/or pol teal conditions, 

May/ June 1957.
